London.—The Luftwaffe staged 
another carnival of death in the 
southeast corner of this country re¬ 
cently. 

Living midway between London 
and the attaced coastal town, I 
,w;'s able to get into the thick of 
the raid, with a Canadian Red 
Cross ambulance without loss of 
lime. While it lasted it was as hot 
as any I have been in. After the 
first swoop the Nazi bombers had 
.swung off a moon-misted channel 
sky, leaving rescue squads to dig 
for dead and Red Cross to bind the 
wounded people made homeless. 

I went with a Canadian ambu¬ 
lance to one of three public houses 
which had been wrecked. Some¬ 
where under the mass of tangled 
iron girders, iwisted lead pipes, 
broken masonry, smashed timber 
and hundreds of bricks and slates 
were landlord, bar tenders and cus¬ 
tomers. You could hear trapped 
people knocking inside their fear¬ 
some prison. Picks, with which 
rescuers were tunnelling through 
perilous pyramid ruins, tapped 
back a message of hope. As the 
tunnel lengthened a new sound 
began to make itself heard from 
within—moans and pain. “Red 
Cross forward!” shouted a rescue 
chief. Three nurses emerged from 
the gloom. “We’ll be through in 
five minutes unless tliat lot col¬ 
lapses on us,” explained the chief. 
"You better go in first. There’ll be 
jilenty of work for you to do.” In 
a few minutes they disappeared, 
one by one, headfirst through the 
tunnelled hole into the cellar with 
"trigg-lift,” consisting of four 
wide metal-handled canvas straps 
passing under the hqjid, shoulders, 
knees and buttocks to form a 
cradle. 

. Fly Indian File 

Just then Nazis returned flying 
Indian file across the star-lit sky 
power-diving down with racing en¬ 
gines screaming terrifyingly. They 
released salvoes of high explosives 
while a barrage of tracer bullets 
pyrotechniced around. Rescuers 
never paused. Nurses continued to 
bandage the wounded homeless 
people and salvaged belongings 
from wrecked homes with fatalistic 
stolidity as if to say, ‘“rhey can’t 
do any worse than they’ve done to 
us." 

Driving in another part of the 
town a Canadian Red Cross ambu¬ 
lance in which I rode was slithered 
volte face by a blast from a heavy 
calibre bomb as it skidded on the 
dry pavement. When I recovered 
I raced to the scene of the “inci¬ 
dent.” A block of working-class 
dwellings, two hopelessly demol¬ 
ished, a dozen with bulging walls, 
stripped roofs, glassless windows 
and sagging chimneys. Rescuers 
carnefl two still forms out, re¬ 
moved them from stretchers and 
laid them beside a wall. “They’re 
not for you, nurse,’ said the war¬ 
den. “You can’t waste time on the 
dead. We need these stretchers for 
the living.’’ In five minutes the 
Red Cross was surrounded with

To the parents or guardians of 
boys between the ages of 12 to 17 
eligible to enrol in the above flight 
I would like to make it clear that 
any boy being accepted for training 
WILL NOT in any way be com¬ 
pelled to join the R.C.A.F. or any 
other branch of His Majesty’s forc¬ 
es.

conscription of wealth, industry 
and manpower. 

The petition as drafted at the 
meeting reads: 

The Rt. Hon. 

W. L. Mackenzie King, P.C., 

Prime Minister of Canada. 

We, the undersigned citizens, of 
Coleman, Alberta, do hereby peti¬ 
tion your government to put into 
force in Canada, the full conscrip¬ 
tion of wealth, industry and man¬ 
power in the prosecution of the 
present war. 

A committee of A. McCulloch 
and H. Houghton was appointed to 
attend the 'next council meeting 
and endeavor to have the council 
act in support of the petition. 

John Bell, the miners’ union 
representative, stated that the un¬ 
ion would support the petition and 
it was very probable that the union 
may forward a petition to Macken¬ 
zie King urging him to bring in 
conscription of wealth, industry 
and manpower. 

It was the wish of the Dominion 
body that all organizations send 
letters and petitions to the prime 
minister making.it so obvious as 
to the attitude of he people on the 
question of conscription that there 
would be no doubt left in the 
minds of the government memben. 

The meeting endorsed the stand 
taken by the Dominion headquart¬ 
ers of the Canadian Legion. In 
order to farther support the Le¬ 
gion’s effort it was decided that 
petitions would be taken to all cit¬ 
izens and organizations so that as 
many signatures as possible could 
be sent the * Federal government 
urging conscription. H. Tomer, T. 
Rose and A. McCulloch were chos¬ 
en as a committee to interview ev¬ 
ery local organization and get the 
support of these organizations in 
having each member sign the peti¬ 
tion. Mrs. A. Cornett and Mrs. R. 
Vincent volunteered their services 
to call at every h<«c in Coleman 
and have each citisn sign their 
name to the petition.

What Plan Means 

National Church In Germany Would 
Supplant Those Now Existing 
The Christian Science Monitor 
published the abstract of an alleged 
Nazi plan for a national church to 
supplant existing churches in the 
Reich and “annihiliate” Christianity. 
The Monitor said that the scheme 
was advanced by Alfred Rosenberg, 
Nazi philosopher and policy-maker, 
but that this did not necessarily 
mean it would be carried out. 

The Rosenberg version of N. R. 
(National Reichskirche) would be 
formed along military lines with the 
sword the symbol instead of the cross 
and “Mein Kampf” the credo instead 
of the Bible, the Monitor said, 
other churches or religious orders 
would have to leave the Reich and 
there would be a strict ban on any 
religious group holding or receiving 
property. 

There would be no priests, clergy 
or scribes in the new order, the 
Monitor’s version related, and only 
Nazi party orators would have the 
right to speak in the churches, which 
would remain only in the architec¬ 
tural sense.

Heavy Losses Being 
Inflicted By Navy On 
Axis Supply Lines 


London.—Aviation circles predicted 
the heavy losses being infficted by 
the British navy on Axis supply 
lines in, the central Mediterranean 
would soon compel Germany to divert 
strong air forces from the Russian 
front to bases in Crete and Greece. 

With British land forces, in North 
Africa growing ever stronger, these 
sources said, it is imperative the Axis 
powers maintain sea communications 
with North Africa to meet a possible 
offensive to' drive them out of Libya. 

The Italian merchant marine, dis¬ 
mayed by heavy blows dealt its 
Mediterranean convoys by the British 
navy and air force, is stepping aside 
and letting German seamen take 
over many of its ships British 
sources said. The swastika now is 
flying from many sailing ships and 
other convoyed vessels in the Medi¬ 
terranean. 

Nevertheless the Axis, In its effort 


to supply its Libyan forces, is go¬ 
ing through one of its blackest 
months. Already November sinkings 
are put at 22 ships. Including three 
Italian destroyers, and British offic¬ 
ers say thousands of Axis soldiers 
and seamen and millions of dollars 
worth of war supplies have gone 
down. Nine ships are listed as 
severely damaged this month. | 

Since August, British surface ships, 
submarines and planes have sunk 108 
Axis ships in the Mediterranean and 
heavily damaged 70 more, according 
to the British tally.

Join the Army Now 

We admire the young man who joins the infantry 
or the artillery, because his job is equally as impor¬ 
tant as in other branches of the fighting services. It is 
likely that before this war is over the vital importance 
and necessity of infantry and artillery in motorized 
divisions will be realized to a far greater extent than 
at present. The air force so far has been the real strik¬ 
ing force, apart from the sad experience of the British 
when their land divisions were forced to retreat 
through Dunkirk owing to overwhelming superiority 
of motorized equipment used by the Germaps. 

So many men have applied to join the air force that 
it has become ditf icult to secure recruits for the army. 
Many of these air force recruits were just as suitable 
for the army as for the air force, for the training of a 
soldier and opportunities to learn a trade are just as at¬ 
tractive as in the air force. Many men at present in 
ground crews or waiting to be called might well be in 
army units, where they would give equally as good, or 
perhaps better service. 

With the prospect of more men being called and the 
possibility of Conscription being put into effect, they 
will not have the choice of joining the unit they may 
specify. Men will be allotted to those branches of the 
services where most needed, and all will be on an even 
basis.

lidmonton will be the meeting place on Saturday tor 
delegates from the provincial constituencies to discuss 
the appointment ot a leader and the organization of 
supporters throughout the province.

One instance 
of how people might be deceived is demonstrated, by 
the following incident: A man reported he asked for 
overalls made in Alberta, and on questioning the price, 
was informed he could be supplied with similar goods 
manufactured in eastern Canada at a much lower price. 
What is the use of a bonus in this particular instance, 
if you have to pay morei* It would be well for people 
generally to search more fully into facts and figure 
themselves than to accept glib slogans which are used 
to boost a political party. The Treasury branches are 
costing this province plenty, and the bonus paid on 
Alberta made goods is another expense added to the 
taxes. I 

The Functions of a Board of Trade 

Experience has proved the usefulness of boards of 
trade in cities and towns. The councils elected to carry 
on municipal government follow their duties along 
prescribed lines. A board of trade, though it is not an 
elective body of the ratepayers, is a voluntary organi¬ 
zation which can mean much to a place. Working in 
collaboration with a council, it can render effective ser¬ 
vice in community affairs. This is proved beyond 
doubt simply by reviewing the records of those places 
which have energetic boards of trade. One of the dif¬ 
ficulties in many places is that citizens will not bestir 
themselves to take an interest in local affairs and feel 
that as long as they pay their taxes they are doing their 
duty, and that is all that is required. 

This attitude will never build a town into a bigger 
and better place in which to live. On the other hand, 
a group of men with progressive ideas and the will to 
put them into effect can make a town stand out as a 
bright spot, which will attract others. Business men, 
storekeepers, everyone who conducts any kind of a 
business, should be a willing supporter of a board of 
trade. It is t^e business people who must be the lead¬ 
ers in order to build a town and make it a centre of real 
community activity.

The picture is worthy of study 
because it will bring a sobering 
element into the complacency of 
the day and ougnt to stren^hen 
our resolution. Let us speak as 
members of the Commonwealth. 
We have been beaten all along the 
line; driven from Norway and 
twice out of France. We have 
been jolted back on our heels in 
Libya, whipped out of Greece and 
hustled out of Crete. Even on 
the Atlantic, The Hun with no 
navy, has forced us to cry “help.” 
We have won frontiers in Ethiopia, 
Syria, Iran, against little resist¬ 
ance. Everywhere we have op¬ 
posed the Hitler tribe in battle 
we have been defeated. We A^ere 
lucky to sink the Bismarck. 

Headlines 'tell us that we bomb¬ 
ed the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau 
till they were shapeless hulks, 
but only yesterday they were seen 
at sea along the Norwegian coast. 
We have overwhelmed the German 
navy, small and meagre as com¬ 
pared with ours, and yet they 
seem to have a navy. Russian 
headlines shout that German bodies 
lie piled in dead heaps but still 
the Hun presses on, four million 
against fourteen million. If we 
are to believe headlines, then over 
half the Huns have been slain and 
we ought to invade the continent 
But we are not yet invading. We 
are taking sage advice and grow¬ 
ing strong enough to do so. Mean¬ 
time we should discount all this 
headline “pap” and get it into our 
heads that we have a long, hard, 
bloody, road to travel before we 
can beat the Prussian Horde. Dis¬ 
torted news leads to complacency, 
and we are surfeited with that. 
Let us have truth in all its stark 
reality.

All 16 -Year- 
Olds Required 
to Register 

Satisfaction has been expressed 
by Hon. J. T. Thorson, IMinister of 
National War Services, at the man¬ 
ner in which the youth of Canada 
is responding to the regulation 
calling for all persons to fill out 
National Registration forms upon 
reaching the age of sixteen. 

According to the Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics, 222,000 persons in Canada 
reached the age of sixteen during 
the past year. Of this number, ap¬ 
proximately 112,000 were males 
and 110,000 females. 

The registration of all persons 
in Canada upon reaching the age of 
sixteen is compulsory and penalties 
are provided for those who do not 
observe the regulation. Forms are 
available at post offices through¬ 
out the Dominion and post masters 
have been Instructed to explain 
them to those who wish to register. 
Separate forms have been provided 
for those who lose their cards, anl 
it should be made clear to the post¬ 
master which type is desired.

Red Cross Special 

I By GARRY ALLIGHAN 

Newcastle-on-Tyne, Nov. 4—- 
Crippled, blinded and scarred, more 
than 100 persons of all ages left 
hospital yesterday to run the race 
of life heavily handicapped. A 
simihir number leaves t^y and 

I tomorrow,' the dally average of 
bomb victims discharged from 
treatment centres. As they exit 
through one gate Canadian Red 
Cross ambulances enter at another, 
carrying fresh Hitler victims to 
take their places. During the past 
six months 13,182 civilians, ser¬ 
iously injured by Nazi bombers, 
were detained in hospital—^fewer 
than the number the same bombers 
killed. Although there have been 
fewer large-scale blitzes in the past 
half year, there have been more 
than 5,000 victims in excess of the 
same period last year, when the 
blitz season was at its height. 

250,000 Victims 

Those are the statistics of tra¬ 
gedy. Translated by the Red 
Cross into a challenge to the merci- 
full heart of the Canadian public 
they become statistics of action. 
Double the 13,182 seriously injured 
civilians to find the number not 
seriously enough injured to be de¬ 
tained in hospital, who have been 
given first aid by Red Cross nurses 
and doctors on the spot. To that 
40,000 add four times as many 
whose homes have been demolished 
or damaged, who have turned to 
the Canadian Red Cross for tem¬ 
porary aid in the shape of food, 
clothing and bedding to bridge the 
distressful period between disas¬ 
ter and deliverance. To that 200,- 
000 add children made orphans, and 
women widowed, and you have a 
grim total of a quatrer of a mil¬ 
lion bomb victims with hands out¬ 
stretched to Canada’s hearts with 
greater appeals as Christmas ap¬ 
proaches. 

Injuries Permanent 

“Last night no Nazi bombs fell 
in this country,” is the occasional 
official report. If this were the 
report every morning until the 
war ends this country would still 
have tens of thousands of Nazi 
victims. Few of the victims aided 
by the Canadian Red Cross have 
escaped altogether the after ef¬ 
fects of Hitler’s atrocities. 

I found one yesterday, when I 
followed a shining thread of song 
as it wound through the brittle 
autumn air. It was a very tenuous 
trill, so thin I thought it would 
break before I had traced it. 

Following the melody I came to 
the front door of a large house in 
Surrey where bombed children 
were being nursed hack to health. 

Orphan Without Home 

That is how I found Ruth, a lit¬ 
tle, curly-haired orphan of last 
year’s blitz, aged three. During a 
fierce bombing the Red Cross nurs¬ 
es, patrolling the streets glisten¬ 
ing with broken glass, found the 
little girl sitting on the curb cry¬ 
ing. To every question she shook 
her head—Who was she? Where 
did she live ? Where were her par¬ 
ents ? The Canadian Red Cross am¬ 
bulance took her to the London 
county council rest centre and a 
search for her parents was made, 
without success. 

“■We will call her Ruth after 
you,” an official said to the nurse, 
who found the child, “and Maple 
because of Canada.” 

Home is Found 

And so the child without a name 
became Ruth Maple, and the day 
she was found was entered by the 
Red Cross as her official birthday. 
Thus began an entirely new life. 

Completely outfitted with clothes, 
she was sent by the Canadian Red 
Cross to a rest home which the 
generous people of Canada had 
made possible. The child had 
everything—except a mother and 
father. A few days ago a well-to- 
do man and his wife, who were 
childless, adopted her. Her new 
ration book and identity card were 
made out in her new name. Today 
the curly-haired little girl starts 
life a third time. Now she has all 
she wants to make her happy. That 
is why I heard the flute-like sing¬ 
ing coming through the trees.

Public ignorance and apathy in 
health education and sickness pre¬ 
vention must be overcome if the 
people of Great Britain and Canada 
are to become healthy enough to 
achieve victory over Hitler, Sir Wil¬ 
son Jameson, chief medical officer 
of the Ministry of Health for Great 
Britain, told a meeting held by the 
Health League of Canada in Toronto 
recently. 

While drastic measures in sick¬ 
ness prevention have prevented seri¬ 
ous epidemics in Great Britain, he” 
said, malnutrition is still a terrify¬ 
ing possibility. He said that "proper 
nutrition will win this war.” As a 
result of his Canadian vi.st he had 
learned of a diet fed to expectant 
mothers which reduced the infant 
mortality rate. Sir Wilson .said that 
he Intends to put this diet into im¬ 
mediate use in Great Britain on his 
return. 

War had shaken the people of 
Great Britain out of their apathy to 
some extent, and new and untried 
methods of health preservation had 
had fine results. Sir Wilson said. A 
widespread campaign for the use of 
toxoid to prevent diphtheria had had 
encouraging results. 

Typhoid, which was expected to be 
a frightful menace, has not raised 
its ugly head at all. Every big main 
in London's 8,000 mile water sys¬ 
tem has been broken at .some time 
or other since war started, but 
chlorine. Immediately poured into 
the water, prevented epidemics. 
There have been occasional flurries 
of paratyphoid, milder than its big 
brother, but this was traced to un¬ 
clean bakeries. 

The only two diseases to show any 
marked Increase have been tuber¬ 
culosis, especially among young wo¬ 
men . . . and industrial poisoning. 
There has not, in spite of the ter¬ 
rors from the sky, been an;^ big jump 
in Insanity or milder types of mental 
ailment. British minds can take it, 
as well as British bodies. 

Sir Wil.son says that the biggest 
immediate worry is food, which is 
definitely short. The two most need¬ 
ed foods arc meat and cheese. These 
are especially wanted for ^t'orkers ill 
heavy industry.

A Desecrated Cathedral 

Historic Temple In Strasbourg Now 
Rendezvous Of Hitler Youth 
The Church Times, London, Eng¬ 
land, has printed in a recent issue 
the horror of the populace at the 
correspondence from Alsace showing 
desecration of Strasburg Cathedral, 
historic temple of the Catholic 
faith, which has embodied the spirit 
of Alsace-Lorraine.

He closes by referring 
to the brave resistance of the peo¬ 
ple Euid quotes one of their sayings 
In French, which means: “You may 
Germanize our land but our heart, 
never.”—St. Thomas Tlmes-Journal.
